in thi^ distant land. But today the dead 
heroes of the Buena Vista battlefield lie 
nnder but a SPW feet of earth in a neg- 
lected place .-just outside this city. At 
the time of their hasty burial their, de- 
voted comrades evidently sought to 
make the spot somewhat sacred by con- 
! strneting an adobe -wall around it. This 
j -wall is fast succumbing to the ravages 
' of timo, and in'places it:is .completely 
' gono. I visited the burial ground of the 
dead heroes today,, .A.tram car took mo j 
'as far as the pretty San Francisco plaza, j 


• 
: and from there I talked through a 
dirty, narrow street until I came to an 
arroyo, on the other side of which ths 
faint marks indicating the cemetery 
may be seen. Had I not receives care- 
ful directions I should have passed the 
place -unnoticed. On the side toward the 
city the wall is entirely gone for the 
most part, and a much traveled wagon 
road passes through the place and over 
tho sacred dead. The place which had 
once been inclosed by the adobe wall 
embraces probably two acres, but. inves- 
tigation shows that .many wore buried 
west of the wall and up close to the ar- 
royo. 


Somo time ago .the report was pub- 


lished in the press.of the United States 
that the bones of the buried soldiurp 
were protruding from the ground, and 
that tho place presented n sickening 
spectacle. This report was not strictly 
true, br.t it is undoubtedly a fact that 
parts of many of the skeletons have 
come to the surface. The ground is 
strewn with fragments of bones, and it 
is evident that they come from the men 
•who were buried there. None of these 
bones is large, as the heavy traffic 
through the place has broken them up 
into small pieces. If any skulls came to 
the surface, they were no doubt quick 
ly taken by the Mexican children who 
were about and made innocent play- 
things of. Had they over appeared they 
certainly would not have remained in- 
tact on tho surface long. In the arroyo, 
through which floods of water pass al 
times and wash one side of the burial 
ground, there are al'so many pieces oi 
bones among the rocks, and among 
theni I saw an unbroken rib bone which 
looked like that of a human. 


Thero is not a spear of grass nor a 


sign of vegetable life within the in 
closure. 'It is perfectly barren. The 
place should certainly receive attention 
at the hands of- the United States con 
gross, even if nothing more is done than 
to take such steps as will stay the rav 
ages of timo and weather on tho treach 
erous soil aud permit the bodies lyinj 
there to rest undisturbed. It conld easi 
ly be made an attractive and even beau 
tiful place by laying it out in walk 
aad planting trees and plants. The^rav 
ages of tho floods in the arroyo on th 
soil of the cemetery could be checke 
by tho building of n substantial wal 
along that side. In addition to the se\ 
oral hundred who were killed in battle 
all of tho soldiers who died in the hos 
•pital here wero also buried there.—Mes 
kas>.Letter in St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

like to see other nations exercise what 
it deems its exclusive prerogative and it 
is protesting against the occupation of 
Chinese territory by the other powers. 
It has an understanding with1' Japan, 
which'is "intereste'd in""preserving 
Chinese autonomy because of, an un 
paid war debt, and, thero is a prob- 
ability of war between the navies of 
European powers in Oriental waters; 
England is preparing the way.', for 
troops through Canada to Victoria on 
Puget Sound where vessels will be in

Pacific should thejr services be re- 
quired in China. 


In a naval war Great Britain, the em- 


press of the seas, has the advantage of 
the other European powers. 
She can 


assemble a larger fleet . in Chinese 
waters than Bussia.and Germany.,eom- 
bined, though either of these 
two 


powers has larger land .forces. It is 
possible that there may be no rupture 
between those powers, but liussia and 
Germany are comparatively free from 
the clutches of the gold trust and will 
do very much as they please without 
asking the consent.of the London gold 
broker. Should they come" to^ blows in 
the dispute over China the'farmers arid 
producers of the .United States would 
reap a rich harvest", as wheat, corn, cot- 
ton and pork would doable in price 
within a year,'. The Crimean war, in 
which England, France and Turkey 
were arrayed against Russia, caused an 
advance of about a dollar a bushel in 
the price of wheat in the United States.
